NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN to the farmers of Mountain 
View Municipality that the Weed Act will be STRICTLY enforced 
during 1914. It has been noticed that weeds have been abnormally 
spreading year by year, and in order to check their growth or ex- 
terminate them, drastic measures must be taken in the-public in- 
terest to check or eradicate them, Those who have weeds upon 
their land should plan before seeding the best way of freeing their 
land from them. Either summer-fallow or sow for green feed with 
the intention of cutting before the weed seed can ripen. If it is 
found*that weeds are in your crop grown for grain you may expect 
to be cumpelled to hand pull them. It would be considered a favor 
if every farmer would send an unsigned postal card to the Secretary 
stating thereon the quarter sections in his neighborhood where he 
knows weeds are prevalent and also state the kind of weeds.

All residents of the Province resid: 
ing to the south of the gssth parallel 
who are not farmers residing on their 
farms or members of such farmer's 
family residing with him en the fasm 
now require a license before hunting 
or shooting any game bird.

It is also il- 
legal for any person to export beyond 
the boundaries of the Province of Al- 
berta any live foxes without first ob- 
taining a permit which in the case of 
animals reared on fur farms will cost 
$15.00 In the case of animals not 
teared on fur farms the fee is $100.00 
for each and every black or silver fox 
to be exported and $15.00 for each 
and every animafof any other species 
of the fox family. Copies of the regu- 
lations relating to foxes may be had 
on application, Any person trespas- 
sing ona fox farm contrary to any 
warning notice is liable to a penalty 
of not less than $50.00 and not more 
than $200.00 with custs in each case.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in peron at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by ‘proxy may be made at the office of 
ny Local Agent of ‘Dominion Lands 
(n galregeot?i on certain ronditions. 
Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his h ona 
farm of at least 80 acre3, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed fh the vicinity. 

In certain” districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3'per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, acrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli-

FAMOUS INVENTOR) | 


GECRGE WESTINGHCUSE WAS 
ONE OF THE GREATEST IN- 
VENTORS OF MODERN 
TIMES 


Was .the Men Who Rev-lutionized 
Modern Methods of Transportation 
—Also Designed the Air Brake, His 
Famous Invention Proving a Huge 
Success. 

George Westinghouse, who died re- 
cently in New York, aged’ 68, was 
one of the greatest inventors of mod- 
ern times , known all through 
world as the inventor of the Westing- 


house air brake and many other de-}petition of a circular 


| 
{ 


vices and-appliances which have 
completely revolutionized modern 
methods of transportation, was born 
at Central Bridge, Schoharie county, 
New York, on October 6, 1846, the 
sou of Geotge and Emeline Vedder 
Westinghouse. His father’s ances- 
tors came from Germany and settled 
$n Massachusetts and Vermont before 
the revolution. On his mother’s side 
he came from Dutch-English stock. 

The father of George Westinghouse 
Was n mechanical enginecr and an 
inventor of various mechanical ap- 
piiances. In 1856 he removed to 
Schenectady, N.Y., where he estab- 
lished the Schenectady Agricultural 
Works. Young George received his 
early education in the public schools 
of Central Bridge and Schenectady 
and seemed to have inherited from 
his father not only Jove for mechani- 
cal science, but also inventive ability. 
He spent a great deal of his time in 
hig father’s fectory and became thor- 
oughly familflar with machinery and 
tke mechanical principles upon which, 
they were based. He was only fifteen 
years old when he made his first in- 
vention, a rotary engine, which he af- 
terwards perfected. 

As a young man he became inter- 
ested in military matters and he be- 
came a member of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment of the New York National 
Guard, When the Civil War began he 
enlisted and sorved in the Sixteenth 
New York Cavalry fsom June 1863 un- 
ti! November, 1864, when he became 
an assistant engineer in the navy, 
serving on the Muscota and later in 
the Potomac ficet. After the close of 
the war he returned to Schenectady 
and entered Union College for a class- 
ical course. 

Immediately after his return from 


" the war young Westinghouse took up 


hig mechanical ‘work and studies and 
in the same year invented a device 
for placing derailed ratlrond cars 
upon the track. He remained in col- 
lege only to his Sophomore year and 
devoted himself entirely to his work 
{n the machine shop.@He was only 
twenty years of age when he, invent- 
ed the air brake. Going to Troy one 
day, a delay, caused by a collision 
between two freight trains, suggeated 
to Mr. Westinghouse the idea that a 
brake under the control of the en- 
gineer might have prevented the ac- 
cident. . : 

In his first experiments, he -at- 
tempted to use steam for working the 
brakes, bit the plan was_not- feas- 
{ble, as experience showed. An art- 
{cle on the employment of comprcss- 
ed alr fh drilling the Mont Cenis tun- 
nel suggested to Westinghouse to try 
compressed air instead of steam in 
evolving the Westinghouse alr brake 
fn ite original form. The first patent 
on his invention was issued April 13, 
1869, and in tho following year the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company 
was organized. The inventor found 
{t very difficult at first to introduce 
The yailrouds had lit- 
tle confidence. in the possibility of 
stopping a train with “wind.” West- 
{nghouse among other railroad mag: 
nates approached Commodore Van- 
derbilt, but the latter broke off the 
interview by saying “I have no time 
to waste with fools.” 

Young Westinghcuse did not lose 
his courage, however, and at last 
succeeded {iu obtaining the consent 
of the superintendent of the Steuben- 
ville division of the Panhandle rail- 
road to test tlre air brake on a train 
of cars.**The trial took place in Oc- 
tober, 1868,° and proved a brillant 
success. -In fact. the alr brakes 
proved the means of preventing a 
serious collision during the test. Af- 
ter that Mr. Westinghouse had no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining hearings from 
railroad officials, and in a few years 
his air brake was introduced by the 
railroads throughout the country. 

Mr. Westinghouse continued to im- 
prove his brake, and also made other 
inventions in railway signals, steam 
and gas engines, steam turbines, and 
electrical machinery. He was the 
pioneer in introducing alternating 
current machinery in America, which 
made possible the electrical trans: 
missiun of water power. He estab- 
lished large works

The congresg {s due to an invitation 
of the Norwegian goveinment made 
five years ago. Tho powers which 
will be represented at Christiania 
next June are those which in the first 
instance signified their willingness to 
accept the Norwegian invitation. 
American participation is justified on 
the ground of the important coal min- 
ing interests in American bands. 
There are also four British com- 
panies engaged in the coal indastry, 
which is the chief mineral exploited, 
The Germans possess an excelient 
meteorological and wireless tele 
graph station, 

The problem of policing the islands 
has long been a pressing one, and 
this question has naturally formed 
the chief concern of the three North- 
ern Powers, Norway, Sweden and 
Russia, who, by Virtue of their spee- 
fal interests. have agreed to submit 
to the general conference a draft con- 
vention based upon a memorandum 
by the Norwegian government. By 
this agreement--if the original text 
is confirmed at the preliminary meet- 
ing on June 4—Spitzbergen {s to be 
declared neutra) territory open to all 
nations and under international con- 
trol.

1314. Haskins Says the Development of 


the Peace River Country Within the 

Short Space of Three or Four Years 

Hae Been Enormous and Civiliza- 

tlon is Pushing Northward. 

11. Haskins, who visited Victoria, 
B.C., recently from Pouce Coupee, in 
the Peace river country, gave an ac- 
count of that district which fs full of | 
interest. On his way out to Edson 
recently, he met 400 settlers’ teams 
going in. Hundreds more will be go- 
ing in weckly by other routes, via 
Lesser Slave Jake, and even by Pine 
Pass from Fort George. 

Mr. Haskins himself has establisa- 
ed a store at Dawson Creek, on the 
Pouce Coupee river, whieh runs into 
the Peace just to the east of the di- 
viding line between B.C. and 
Alberta. He is in the big block sur- 
veyed and held by the Dominion gov- 
ernment for settlers, which ts being 
settled up rapidly. The country on 
Doth sides of the Pouco Coupee river 
is prairie to the extent of some 200,- 
000 acres, and {a already a name to 
conjure with among the intending im- 
migrants from the Edmonton side. 

The climate of this country seems 
to be delightful, both in summer and 
winter, and some idea of the short du- 
ration of snow will be gained from 
the fact that the snow was beginning 
to meit from the trail out even on 
March 1.

Lack of British Films in Canadian 
Movie Shows In Cause of Much 

Complaint

Several writing 


from Canada to the Daily Mail, com-! 


plain of the ‘ack of patriotic energy 
on the part of the British film pro- 
ducers, Which allows the Dominion to 
be flooded with moving pictures of 
American subjects. 

One correspondent expresses the 
hope that the British army film which 
shows completely the life of Tommy 
Atkins will also be exhibited in t'.¢ 
Dominion. He concluded his letter by 
declaring that this would certainly 
cause 2 more martial spirit in Canada 
as well as a strong imperial link. 

Your correspondent is informed to- 
day that the army film will shertly 
be sent on a tour across Canada, and 
will also visit Auctralia. This tour 
will be under the auspices o- the Brit- 
ish war office, but the cost is being 
Guaranteed privately. 

Regarding the flood of American 
films in Canada crowding the market 
from British films, several London 
purchasers explained that they origin- 
ulfy sold the entire rights to New 
York exchanges, and that these rights 
included Canada, but now the Domin- 
jon has beccme such a large field 
that none of these contracts are being 
renewed without a revision which re- 
tains for the British company alone 
the right to exhibit in Canada. 

Several London producin compan- 
jes have lately been preparing special 
films for the Dominion. One of these 
Was on the plaing of Abrikam and 
around Quebec. It is deseribed as 


an accurate historic account of the 
British’ conquest of Canada. 
Several others which have been 


taken in the Rocky Moutains with 
an English company will be releasea 
in about a month.

“In 1408 tho registrars of the par- 
liament of Paris reported that it was

words they had to thaw their pens, 
and this with a fire roarin; in their 
room. Every river 
frozen and not a mill could work, 
Twelye years later, in 1420, there was 
an repetition of this winter. 
stuffs gave out and poc: people diced 
by tens of thousands.. 

“In 1422 in less than three days the 
Wine and the: vinegar froze in the 
cellars; cocks and bens had their 
combs frozen; the streets were full of 
people who danced, jumped, wrestled 
and ran races, anything to Keep off 
frostbite. 

“In 1480 it froze for 
and a half jyonths and the snow fell 
for 40 days Without stopping. All the 
Dirds hidden in the trunks of urees 
died. 

“In ‘the year of the sreat winter,’ 
as 1603 was called, hundreds of per- 
sons died from cold; everything was 
frozen hard, even the bread served at 
the table of Henry JV. In 1709 all 
the wheat was destroyed and a new 
sowing had to be made in the spring. 
Buffon relates that no bread was to 
be had, even Mme. de Maintenon had 
to go without it. 

‘In 1776 sentinels were found froz- 
en to death outside Versailles, and 
the King put a stop to this service. 
In Paris great boniires were lit in 
the streets. Bells were shivered in- 
to pieces as they rang: clocks stop- 
ped and in the cellars wine turned 
into ice. Hares and partridges came 
into the towns and hid themselves in 
the nooks and corners of houses, 
where’ they were subsequently found 
as stiff as a board and auite ined: 
ible.”

IN GREAT NORTHLAND 


THEY HiVE SOME VERY GOOD 
QUALITIES, BUT THEIF. MAN- 
NERS AND CUSTOMS ARE 
VERY CRUDE 


Father Morice, Celebrated Scientist, 
and Special Professor In Anthrop 
Ogy to th> University of Saskatche- 
wan, Gives Some Interesting In- 
formation . bout Strange People. 
Father Mor ce, the celebrated scien: 

tist and special professor i anthro 

pology to the University of Saskatch- 
ewan, delivered the secoud of a series 

of lectures on the native races -f 

America recently in Convocation 

Hall. Ths lecture was about the .Js- 

limos, the second lowest race in the 

social scale of Aborigines. 

The Esquimaux are a most unique 
nation; an Arctic tribe entirely differ- 
ent from other peopies, Their terrt- 
tory is xbout 6.900 miles in length ex- 
tending fron: Mt. Elias to Greenland. 
They call themselves, not “squimaux, 
Vhich signifies, “Eaters of Raw 
Meat,” but “Innhbu’.” meaning men, 
In comnion with other prin.itive peo- 
ples they believe that in them is in- 
ee the very essence of humaas 

ye 

In winter .he fce-but of this won- 
derful rave may be found asfar north 
as ninety cCegrees, On account of 
their unique position they Hke what 
the te race abhors and vice versa. 
In Ne York with the temperature 
below zero <n Esquimau girl remark- 
ed that she felt rther warm and was 
slad that she had left in the north 
her usual fur garments. 

The similarity in language of such 
a primitive people scattered so \ ide 
ly is remarkable The encing “muit” 
which means the same as ‘fan” ip 
Saskatonian is universal with them. 

Where They Are Found 

There are three great divisions of 
the rage;the west shore of Greenland, 
rvpulation 10,906, and Labrador, 13,- 
298, the Alents 9,600 and the Uits 1. 
200, vying both in Asia and America. 
In account of remarsable differences 
in physieal characteristica many 
scientists consider them as not In- 
dians, Their color {s brown, features 
large and Mongolian, with small eyes 
and tapering bowl-shaped skull, 

In habits the Esquimau is very play- 
ful, honest in his own tribe, but an 
mveterate thief with strangers. It is 
no shame for him to steal provided 
he isn't discovered. : 

An interesting description {hustrat- 
ed by the Esquimau drawings 
Was given of the prevailing styles of 
dress, The only distinguishing fea- 
ture between the sexe:’ apparel 13 
that the women's garments are adorn- 
ed_ with a long fur tail behind, Her 
hair is rather elaborately dressed 
and tattoo marks about mouth and 
eyes accentuate her natural beauty. 

How They Live 

The Esquimanu'’s means of existence 
js huuting, mosily seal, which fs the 
chief econowic factor, yieldiag gur- 
ments, food’ and combustibles for light 
and cooking. The ingenious methods 
of baiting the wily animal were exe 
plained. - 

The kyak cr Indian canoe, the sum- 
reer essential of the Esquimau hunt- 
er, is a most peculiar little craft ab- 
solutely unsinkable. In the large 
boats the social order is clearly de 
fined, first the man who acts as 
steersman, the stranger, the dogs and 
finally the women who ply the vars, 
The Esquimau, judges Father Morice, 
here shows l.imself above the Indian 
in his use of oars and also of sails, 
Also his sleigh used tn winter is sup- 
erior, baviag runners, aad his .oane 
ner of bitching the dogs quite differ- 
ent from the ordinary Indian file. A 
mast interesting, illustrated descrip- 
tion Was given of the Esquimau snow 
huts or igloos, ‘The central cr living 
room is guarded from the elements 
by a series of entrances, The peculiar 
elevated beds in the northern home 
are heated by lamps of soapstone con- 
taining for fuel, blubber with wicks 
of moss. A ‘lite visitor at first could 
hardly hear the cold, but finally be 
comes most uncomfortably warm, He 
Was rather amazed to find that the 
Esquimau manner of adjusting body 
temperature Was to remove the clothe 
ing completely, this primitive cistom 
not. being hampered by any sense of 
mock-modesty. 

Contempt for Indian 

“he Esquimau -is by nature artistic 
and in bone carving far above the 
Indian. He considers other people as 
brothers, white or brown, but the In- 
dian ie holds in contempt and desig- 
hates as the offspring of his vermin. 

The reverend father coucluded @s« 
very entertair.ng lecture with astory 
of a meeting in 1850 on the Mackene 
zio river of a small party of white 
men, a bunch of Esquimaux with ar 
rows and fourteen Indiang or Childe 
ren of Lice, armec with guns. Ime 
fluenced by the whites these two save 
age bodies engaged in trade. After 
wards the Esquimaux landed an@ 
were entertained at a dance. Being 
men only of course, the Father said, 
they di@ not tango. While the whites 
were warming themselves at @ neare 
by campfire the treacherous Red 
skina literally maseacred the trust 
Esquimaux. Today, how®ver, . con 
tions have greatly improved.—Saskar
